88 Masters of Schools of Art and Science, 81 Art Pupil Teachers, have received payments, 
as well as 69 Students in Training in Art and Science, and 2,086 payments have been 
made on behalf of persons who have passed satisfactory Art Examinations. 

'The Fees paid by Students in Local Schools of Art, for the year ending 30th June 1857, 
amounted to 8,781 2. 7s. 2d. The Fees at South Kensington and in the Metropolitan 
District Schools, from the Ist March 1857 to 28th February 1858, have been 1,714 /. 68. 4d., 
making a year’s total of 10,495 1. 138. 6 d. contributed by Students only, independently of 
loeal voluntary Subscriptions, the amount of which is not returned to the Department. The 
Fees paid in the Science Schools are returned-at 1,391 1.
